Tan ‘hina New Year’ fires are ‘on! 
again, Last. night thero wasa pretty big 
blaze in Queen's. Road West, which; had it 
not beon for the atability of the party walls, 
might havo cleaned out a whole block of 
buildings before the Fire Brigade could do 
anything to check it. Ag it was two fine 
new houses wore practically destroyed. . The 
outbreak occurred uf » considerable dis- 
tanco from tho Qentral, and as the Brigades 
have not got. steam engines in the Weatorn 
“dintrict it was a long titio before they 
could get a streain of water on the fire. 
The manual of the Chinese Brigade was 
first in working order, and the intermil- 
tent stream fiom it, rightly directed by 
a member of the Gorernment Brigade, 
prevented the flames frem spreading along 
the bottom of the verandahs of the first 
floor in an enaterly direction. A hose was 
got into a house on the upposite side ofthe 
street and played on the “top part of the 
buildings, practically succeeding ‘in saving 
‘them. Another hose, which would ‘have 
done good service on the lower parts of 
the building, sprang a leak and instead of 
playing ou tho fire de luged a house on the 
opposite side, -Finally, aftor the fire had 
about burned itself out ou the ground floor, 
abig stream of water was turned on, and 
the fire was so.n put out, Acting Buper- 
intendont Horspool did all that could be 
done with the limited resuurces at his dis- 
posal to prevent tho fire from apreading to 
tho adjoining houses on cither sido, but as 


{ey the firo had about twenty minutes’ start, 


the consequences might hava heon very se- 
rious had the houses been stored with com- 
buatible materia), and had they not been 
new structures with strong walls and strong 
verandahs, ‘There is some doubt as to 
whether the fire broke out on the firat or 
ground fluor of No, 197, the occupants of 
either bluming the. other. Both the floora 
‘wero gutted, as were also thé aimilar floora 
of No. 195, to which the fire spread. The 
ground floor of 197 is rented by a Ohina- 
jan named Cheuk Tui Ming, who carries 
on there the business of a genoral merchant, 
He also renta the fimt floor of the same 
house, but has sublet it to another party 


dk who runs a cuolie boarding house there. 


Mr Cheuk has got his shop inkured, with 
Moesrs Siomssen & Co. for $2,600, Thera 
is some suspicion of there not haying been 
goods for unything like this value in the 
shop, but in the ubsence of definito evidence 
it is of course imposible tu say whother 
there is much ground for the suspicion or 
not, ‘Tho cause of the fire has not been 
ascertained.

The Ay-nl Hahmed aro on 
fluential and powerful Somali tribe, which 
at one time owned the town of Berbera, and 
were expelled from that port about six 
months igo by the British authorities, for 
misconduct in various ‘ways. Thereupon 
they proceeded into the jungle, and the 
mombers of the tribe commenced a system 
of Ivoting caravans comiriz from und going 
to the interior. .No stepa were taken to 
prevent thess depredations or to punish
